THE PREMIER'S WAR SPEECH. 


Sn mo - London, May 25. 

Uvatinuiog bis speech at ‘Edinburgh Mi. Lleyd George . 
sail s=It was a race ‘between Margbal Hindenburg and Pre- 
sident Wilson. This was not the time to harass men 
with the destinies of the nation. (Cheers), If he thought 
that by honourable means we could have averted tne straggle 
or secured an earlier termination he should at present be 
burdened and weighted down-with anxiety; but he could 
say tiatathe Goverament had neglected no possible moans. 
of finding if ‘there was an ouilet from the’ horrors of the 
struggle. Thore were two fypes of oxtreniists, the extremist, 


,who was crying for peace when there was no peace. That 


man was not a real friend, but an enemy of peace. He 
encouraged the enemy and depressed friends. Then there 
was the War extremist who regarded every thought of peace 
; a8 treseon. The path of sanity-and safety which the Govern- 
ment ought to tread was between these two. (Cheere). There 
were in Allied countries and in- Britain a considerable nuin- 
ber of people who thought peace was achievable without 
Fictory: He thought there were fewer of them now. (Cheers). 
These people. in Russia constituted tho majority and the 
result had been disastrous for that great country. What had © 
been Germany's reply to the temperate, moderate pronounce- — 


ments of the peace aims of President Wilson and Great Bri- 


tain? The first reply was a most violent offensive launched

Army; The recond answer was seen in the state of Russia. 
Some peopic paid too ‘much head tc speeches of enemy 
statesmen: These people said: Why ‘don't you respond to 
these appeale? He, the Premicr,‘added: ‘We.did answer 
and the moment we answered the response came from the 
German cannon. Wart? He did not think the German and 

“  ‘Sastrian statesmen were deliberately deceiving, but because 
they did nut count in the Jeast in these countries they were 

‘used by the military chiefs when it serred their purpose. 

In conclusion the Premier said he: weloomed criticism, ~ 
but it must be ‘helpful not malignant.’ He had no party 
organisation behind him to record his achievements or 

.. palliate his short.comings, bat as long as he did his bes} to 
win he was sure of the support of all parties. (Cheers). No 
mere intrigue or cabal could have placed him at the head, 
as Chie? Director, of the British Empire and maintain him - 
‘there for eighteen months as an-ordinary man of the picople 
without rank or social influence or special advantages. He 

«was there by the will of the people 4nd he was confident he 
had behind him men ofall creeds and parti¢s who placed 
the honour of their native land and the freedom of mankind ~- 
above the triumph of any faction. (Lond cheers). »

Referring to how Britain-met the submarine menace the 
Premier said the Government’s problem had been to sare.

Speaking ‘subsequently at a Junchcon the Premier 
referred to the brilliant ‘achievements. of the Scottish 
Givisions in battle: He wished he could say of Ireland what 

- pe egald of Scotland. Irishmen had fought Brilliantly, as 
always, but the vast majority. of the manhood of Ireland - 
had unfortunately held aloof. It-was not rélevant to say 
that England treated that country badly in the dim past. 
This was not England’s struggle. It was Belgium's, Serbia’s, 
Poland’s and the small catholic nationalities in the Austrian 

| Empire. It was the struggle of France, traest, most Joyal and 
stedfast friend Ireland ever.had. He was sorry to say 
that ‘Ireland had not.. merely sulked, bat’ many Irishmen 
seemed to have heen-swayed-by that military autecracy 
which oppressed small nations.
